We have designed your teiephone to conform to federai reguiations, 
and you can connect it to most teiephone lines. However, each teie- 
phone (and each device, such as a teiephone or answering machine) 
that you connect tc the teiephone iine draws power from the teiephone 
line. We refer to this power draw as the device’s ringer equivalence 
number, or REN on the bottom of your phone. 



This symbol Is Intended to alert you to the presence 
of uninsulated dangerous voltage within the prod- 
uct’s enclosure that might be of sufficient magnitude 
to constitute a risk of electric shock. Do not open 
the product’s case.

If you use more than one phone or other device on the line, add up all 
of the RENs. If the total is more than five (three in rural areas), your 
telephones might not ring. If ringer operation is impaired, remove a de- 
vice from the line. 

In the unlikely event that your phone causes problems on the phone 
line, the phone company can temporarily discontinue your service. If 
this happens, the phone company attempts to notify you in advance. If 
advance notice is not practical, the phone company notifies you as 
soon as possible and advises you of your right to file a complaint with 
the FCC. 

Also, the phone company can make changes to its lines, equipment, 
operations, or procedures that could affect the operation of this tele- 
phone. The telephone company notifies you of these changes in ad- 
vance, so you can take the necessary steps to prevent interruption of 
your telephone service. 

LIGHTNING 


CONNECTING THE PHONE 

Your telephone connects directly to a modular telephone line jack. If 
your telephone wiring does not have a modular jack, you can update 
the wiring yourself using jacks and adapters (available at your local 
RadioShack store), or have the telephone company update the wiring 
for you. You must use compatible modular jacks that are compliant 
with Part 68 of FCC Rules. 

Note: The USOC number of the jack to be installed is RJ11C (or 
RJ1 1 W for a wall plate jack). 

You can set the phone on a flat surface or mount it directly on a wall or 
a wall plate using the supplied mounting bracket. 

Position the supplied mounting bracket so the mounting hole’s open 
end is facing downward, then insert the supplied mounting bracket’s 
two tabs into the matching slots on the bottom of the base, then snap 
the bracket into place. 


Your telephone has built-in protection circuits to reduce the risk of 
damage from surges in telephone line and power line current. These 
protection circuits meet or exceed the FCC requirements. However, 
lightning striking the telephone or power lines can damage your tele- 
phone. 

Lightning damage is not common. Nevertheless, if you live in an area 
that has severe electrical storms, we suggest that you unplug your 
phone when storms approach to reduce the possibility of damage. 

Your phone is ETL listed to UL standards and meets applicable FCC 
requirements. 


To mount the phone directly 
on a wall, drill two holes 3^®/ie 
inches (100 mm) apart. Then 
thread a screw (not supplied) 
into each hole, letting the 
heads extend about ®/ie inch 
(5 mm) from the wall. Con- 
nect the supplied long modu- 
lar cord to the phone’s line 
jack. Fit the keyhole slots over the screw heads and slide the phone 
downward to secure it. Plug the line cord into the telephone line jack. 
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To mount the phone on a wall plate, connect the supplied short modu- 
lar cord as shown. Fit the keyhole slots over the wall plate studs and 
slide the phone downward to secure it. 



Before you hang up the handset on a wall-mounted phone, slide up 
the handset holder out of its slot, turn It, and slide it back into its slot. 

Plug the handset cord Into the jacks on the handset and the base. 

USING THE PHONE 

Set to TONE or PULSE to match the type of service you have. If you 
have pulse (rotary) service, press * during a call to switch from pulse 
to tone dialing when you want to use tone services. 

Press REDIAL to dial the last number dialed (up to 32 tone or pulse 
digits). 

Press FLASH to produce a switchhook signal for special services, such 
as Call Waiting. If you do not have a special phone service, pressing 
FLASH might disconnect the current call. 

Repeatedly press VOLUME ▼ or on the base to Increase or de- 
crease volume levels during a call. 

Set RINGER HI/LO/OFF to HI for a hIgh-volume ringer or LO for a low- 
volume ringer, or to turn off the ringer. You can make calls with the 
ringer off, and you can receive calls If you hear another phone on the 
same line ringing or if the ringer indicator flashes on the top of the 
phone. 

The ringer Indicator flashes when the phone rings. Simply lift the hand- 
set to answer the call. 

Press the switchhook to disconnect a call. 

Slide out the memory index card and record important phone num- 
bers. 

STORING A NUMBER IN MEMORY 

Follow these steps to store a number (up to 20 digits) In memory. 

1 . Lift the handset. 

2. Press STORE. 

3. To store standard phone numbers, enter the telephone number 
you want to store. Press STORE then enter one digit number (o-9) 
for the location where you want to store the number. 

To store emergency numbers (ambulance, fire department, or 
police) enter the phone numbers then press + , , or O . 

To store other numbers, repeat Steps 2 and 3. 

To delete a stored number, simply store a new number In Its place. 


DIALING A STORED NUMBER 

To dial a number In an emergency memory location, lift the handset 
and press + , , or O . 

To dial a number stored In a standard memory location, lift the handset 
and press MEM, then the desired memory location number (0-9). 

Note: If you store an emergency service’s number (police, fire depart- 
ment, ambulance) and you want to test the stored number, make the 
test call during the late evening or early morning hours to avoid peak 
demand periods. Remain on the line to explain the reason for your call. 

CARE 

Keep the phone dry; If it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the phone only In normal temperature environments. Flandle the 
phone carefully; do not drop It. Keep the phone away from dust and 
dirt, and wipe It with a damp cloth occasionally to keep It looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the phone’s internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might Invalidate Its warranty and void your 
FCC authorization to operate It. If your phone is not performing as it 
should, take It to your local RadloShack store for assistance. If the 
trouble is affecting the telephone lines, the phone company can ask 
you to disconnect your phone until you have resolved the problem.
